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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


With almost 72% of our tax rate ($60.30 per $1000 valuation) going 
to support the Regional School District, it is no wonder that time and 
again we have tried to reason with the other towns in the district to see 
fair treatment for Warner taxpayers. This year Representative Jack 
Chandler submitted a bill to the General Court to correct the problem 
which some of our neighbors insist upon perpetuating, The bill proved to 
be so controversial that it could not be ignored so it was sent to interin 


study—the only way it could be buried until the next legislative session 
in 1979, 


Meanwhile, the Board of Selectmen has sought, and received, legal — 
opinions from two prestigious law firms on the advisability of filing suit 
on constitutional grounds to relieve Warner of its unfair, disproportionate 
tax burden imposed by the school district. Both firms reached the same 
conclusions though each approached the question from a different point of 
view. They cited one and probably two New Hampshire Supreme Court decisions 
which would have to be reversed to gain a favorable ruling. Your Board is 
recommending the appointment of a study group to pursue the Town'?s cause 
for just distribution of tax levies. 


Board activity in defense of the town caught the attention of the 
New Hampshire Municipal Association, Two-term Selectman Lynn Bean was 
elected to the Association's Board of Directors and then became a member 
of the Executive Committee. The Municipal Association works closely with 
members of the General Court to promote laws which favor local government 
and to prevent the passage of statutes which could harm home rule, We can 
all take pride in Lynnts opportunity to contribute substantially to such 
an effective organization. 


Our Police Chief Marty Nogues was forced by the press of business to 
resign from the department in April. Until Otto Fredericks was appointed 
by the Board in July, Chairman Charlie Richmond served as acting Chief. 
The State Police under Lt. Loomis gave the Town excellent coverage——the 
crime statistics for the three months bear this out. Frank Vranorsey, 


John Mottram and Jack Johnson did much to contribute to the law enforce- 
ment effort, 


The long summer saw a great deal of teen activity around the Town 
Hall, on Main Street, in the Old Colonial Inn and behind the Community 
Center, At one point the Selectmen called a public meeting which was 
attended by the local service clubs, other community organizations, 
interested citizens and the teenagers. The teenagers cleaned up the 
Town Hall, mow2d and raked the lawn and planted flowers which were donated 
by the Woman*s Club. For awhile things seemed to subside, then some 
annoyances reappeared, Some relief has been gained since Sonny Flanders 
and others razed the Colonial Inn and filled the cellar hole. Otto 
Fredericks and his newly rebuilt police department have also contributed 
to our improved tranquility. 
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Road Agent Perley Nutter resigned in May after only one year of 
service. He was replaced by Allen Brown who has; 
—Repaired Pumpkin Hill Road from Coal Hearth Cemetery 
to the Salisbury line, 
—Started work on Roby Road (West) to raise the road 
above flood level, 
~-Improved many dirt roads which had fallen into disrepair, 


The Selectmen obtained a CETA grant of almost $9,000 to hire three 
people to do work around town buildings, to help the road crews, to 
improve fire roads and paint town equipment, The Army Reserve demolished 
and removed the hazardous Rattley Bridge. Don Laing’s Bridge has been 
rebuilt under Wes Haynes direction. Reappraisal has been started and 
will be completed next summer. Our ski tow building burned to the ground 
in December, The New Hampshire Supreme Court decided in Warner’s favor 
on a tax abatement appeal by the Public Service Company-——-though the 
company had offered the Board several opportunities to settle (many towns 


dia), the Board felt that the assessment was reasonable—and the town 
saved $32,000, 


Much work has been done on the Town Hall to keep it in shape for 
the townspeople and their organizations to use. Much electrical wiring 
has been replaced, The furnace has been repaired and some emergency 
work on the heating system has been completed. Ted Bliss and the 
Kearsarge Theatre Company contributed more repairs to the hall and 
electric wiring, Emergency lights and boiler room fireproofing have been 
added under Fire Chief Paul Violette*s direction to bring the building up 
to safety standards. All is not rosey with the Town Hall yet, for much 
work needs to be done on the heating pipes, A storm sewer blockage below 
Cricentits Market caused the basement to flood several times during the 
summer—~state and town crews worked together to correct the problem. 


Barbara Annis has placed a scheduling calendar in the Town Hall to 
show what: days the hall-is to be used and by whom, This innovation has 
proved to be most helpful to all those seeking to use the Town Hall. 


Though the Selectmen have only been required to meet the second and 
last Tuestay of each month, we have found that weekly business meetings 
serve the town much better, Work sessions—in the office and meeting 
different groups of citizens elsewhere—have taken place most Saturday 
mornings. It has been a pleasure to work with and for you.

Because of the large number of new firemen being elected in such a 
short period of time, the Officers of the Department initiated a "Rookie 
Training School" to instruct the new personnel in many of the basics. 
The course consisted of sixteen hours of both classroom and fireground 
training, using our own equipment and methods. The new men proved to be 
good students and very interested in becoming good firefighters. 
Training Office. (..ptain Donald Hall along with Lieutenants Edward 
Monaghan and William Jewell provided the instruction for the course. 


At long last, early in the year, we placed our first Tank Truck in 
operation and later in the spring, we placed Tank 2 in operation, 
Although the second unit is not painted and lettered as of this writing, 
it is ready to roll on any call. We can now respond with two pympers 
and two tankers, with a total water caracity of 4500 gallons. ‘his 
triples our capacity of water we bring to the fire scene with us and 
could be very critical, especially in the outiying areas of town, Both 
of these tankers were built or rebuilt by our Department members, using 
our own generated funds, plus donations from interested persons in and 
out of town. 


At our election of officers in December, Captain Donald Hall was 
elected 2nd Deputy Chief and Neal "Rusty" Flagg was elected Clerk- 
Treasurer. Richard Cutting who has been Clerk of the Department for 
the past six years, remains in his position as Captain in charge of 
vehicles and drivers. Lt. Edward Monaghan Sr, was promoted to Captain 
and Fireman Ronald Piroso to Lieutenant, 


We are looking forward in 1978 to expanding our Fire Prevention and 
Fire Training programs and to further improve our alerting system to 
keep our response time as quick as possible.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state and town/city 
responsibility (RSA 224). 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State Forester) appoints 
a forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire wardens in each town/ 
city upon the recommendation of local authorities, 


The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest fire 
prevention and suppression activities in his town, He regulates the 
kindling of outside fires when the ground is not covered with snow by 
the issuance of written rarmits only when conditions are safe. He is 
responsible for suppression with the town/city and state sharing the 
cost. Suppression costs in excess of 4 of 1% of the assessed valuation 
of the town are assumed by the state. 


The state provides training for the local fire organization and 
helps coordinate activities between tewns/cities, The state also 
supports local ferces with backup personnel, equipment, and supplies 
for suppression and prevention, 


This combination of state and local cooperation, started in 1893, 
works well, for New Hampshire has enjoyed one of the smallest acreage 
losses due to forest fires in the United States for the past 25 years.

We feel that our zoning and sub-division regulations give us 
the necessary tools to keep from becoming inundated and overrun by the 
sprawling suburbia which threatens other areas of the state.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


This report is intended to provide information regarding the re- 
organization and change of command of the Warner Police Department which 
took place on July 1, 1977. Included will be detaiis concerning the 
telephone dispatch system, personael presently employed, department 
organization, training program, department activity and finally future 
planning, 


DISPATCH SYSTEM 


The present system employing three dispatchers was implemented after 
considering a number of alternate methods. In any public service opera- 
tion such as fire, police, ambulance, etc., the means provided for 
receiving public emergency reports and inquiries and also providing a 
dispatch service must, above all, be reliable to insure that all incoming 
calls are answered promptly and action taken as required. In my judgment, 
the reliability factor for a part time department is equal in importance 
to that of a full time enforcement agency, The problem usually faced is 
one of achieving the objective reliability at a reasonable cost to the 
community served, in other words the cost-benefit ratio must be considered, 
Our present system is working as planned and at a cost considered below 
other possible dispatch arrangements without sacrificing any reliability. 
Calls are being handled on a 7-day, 24-hour a day basis rotated between 
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the three dispatch locations, All calls received are logged in and 
another feature was added, all calls are automatically recorded for pos- 
sible future reference, The dispatch employees are doing an outstanding 
job as reflected by the record to date and are performing a real service 

to the community, Their importance to the whole police department opera 
tion is great. Ona day to day basis they are in contact with the public 
and other agencies and must be prepared to react properly in any emergency. 


This they have done and certainly will continue to do throughout the coming 
year, 


DEPARTMENT PERSONNEL 


The selection of the four individuals presently employed as police 
officers by this department was made after reviewing applications sub- 
mitted, Final selection was made on the basis of previous training or 
experience, aptitude, willingness to learn, physical condition, and en- 
thusiasm for the work. It was also considered important to bring some new, 
young town citizens into the work in order to insure a continuing source of 
trained individuals for the immediate and future needs of the department, 
Accordingly, the individuals listed elsewhere in this report were inter- 
viewed and accepted for the position of police officers, All were placed 
on & six-months probationary period during which time they received training 
in basic police procedu™:,; and operations. All officers completed their 
probationary period in a sxtisfactory manner and were assigned to regular 
patrol dury on a scheduled basis, It should be noted that all training 
hours are unpaid, donated hours by the officers which is an indication of 
the continuing effort being made to achieve a certain degree of competence 
and professionalism not too common among part time police departments, 


DEPARTMENT ORGANIZATION 


Four regular officers and the chief are responsible for all scheduled 
patrol activity and also handle the complaints, accident reports and other 
emergency calls received via the department dispatch service, the State 
Police or other sources. In addition, a special police officer is employed 
as an animal officer to handle those complaints and enforce licensing and 
other local and state laws pertaining to animals, The dispatch service 
functions as a separate part of the department in that there are no police 
telephones in the homes of the regular officers with the exception of the 
Chief's home, The dispatch service schedule is rotated on a seven-day 
assignment, The present number of department employees including dis- 
patchers, regular and special officers and chief totals nine. There are 
no vacancies existing in the department at the present time. 


TRAINING PROGRAM 


Training meetings are held twice a month with sessions usually lasting 
two hours, All training up to the present has been conducted by the chief 
but during the ongoing program, arrangements have been made to include 
guest instructors from the N. H. State Police, County Attorney's office, 
and other enforcement and service agencies. In addition, officers will be 
required to attend special courses and classes offered in connection with 
the N. H. Police Standards and Training Council programs. In order to 
perform the duties of a police officer properly even part time, a vast 
amount of time and effort must be devoted by individuals to learning and 
understanding the many legal, technical and operational details of law 
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enforcement today, Training must, therefore, be an ongoing project and 
our programs will be planned to keep pace with the officers needs and 
requirements in order to better serve the community.

This year marked the first full year of the operation of the waste 
water treatment plant. It was a year of trial and error for all of us 
connected with the operation; but, on the whole, we came out of the 
experience reasonably well, 


1977 was the year that the National Safe Drinking Water Act went 
into effect, June 24, This creates another problem for the Precinct, 
since our water system is very old and does not meet the requirements of 
“he act in many respects. Hopefully the Precinct can obtain Federal 
Wunds for a study of all aspects of our water system and recommendations 
as to what we will have to do to assure the citizens of the Precinct 
good drinking water and fire protection in the future. 


This spring we have to install the School Street sewer line to com- 
plete our waste water treatment system. This will create traffic 
»roblems on School Street, due to the fact that the whole street must be 
torn up and the pipe buried to a greater depth than normal because of 
the topography of the land. This job, including repaving the street, we 
hope to complete in about 45 days. 


The Fire Department has had a higher than usual turnover in manpower, 


but has maintained its usual high efficiency of operations throughout the 
year. 


The Commissioners would appreciate the cooperation of everyone in 
keeping hydrants free of snow during the winter months, It has been 
noted in certain instances that when driveways are plowed snow has been 
piled over hydrants, even obscuring the markers placed on them to aid 
Firemen in event of a fire. School children should also be cautioned 


not to bend or mutilate the markers, they are placed there to protect 
life and property, 


The Commissioners thank the Townts people and all Town officials for 


their cooperation during the past year which has helped to make our job 
easier,
